The Cure. 


Firſt let them Blood in the Neck- vein 
both fick and ſound, and give to every Beaſt 
to drink both fick and ſound a pint of old 
Urine, and a good quantity of Hens-dung 
latd in ſteep eight or ten hours, and grind 
for every Beaſt a handful of Rhue, and 
put to the Hens- dung and Urine when it is 
ſtrained, and give it to the Beaſts both ſick 
and ſound, but more to the ſick, and leſs to 
the ſound, and it will cure the fick and pre- 
vent the ſound. Approved. 

And for to keep them found, if the year 
time be dangerons, you muſt take Time and ' 
lay it in ſteep in White-wine- Vinegar, and 
the. Beaſts own Water, and a handful of 
Salt, and blend with .the Vinegar, and 
rub their Mouth and Tongue very well, 
B 4 aad 
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and put the reſt down the Beaſts Throat, 
and it will keep their Stomach, and pre- 
ſerve their Health ; but blood both at the 


Spring and Fall of the Leaf, -and give them 
Rhue as aforeſaid. 


VII. A ſpecial Cure for the Murrain in a 
Beaſt. 


His Diſeaſe” cometh many ſeveral 
ways: Firſt it cometh of rankneſs of 
Blood or Feeding,or from the corruption of 
the Air, or the infection of other Cattle : 
you may find this Diſeaſe by their Carriage, 
That is, 'they will foam at the Mouth, and 
blow very thick and ſhort, and their Heart 
and Lights will-beat very fore, and ſome- 
times their Face and Chaps will ſwell, and 
their Eyes will rug with water. 


The Cure. 


Firſt, let all your Beaſts blood both fick 
and ſound, and giveto the fick ſome Rhue, 
Fetherfew, Sage, Hyſlop, Time, Marjerom, 
Marigolds, Fennel, Tanſey, Lavender, and 
Spike, of every one a ſmall handful, and 
boy] all the Herbs in Spring - Water , 
and boyl them from a Gallon to a Quart,

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and then ſtrain the Herbs forth, and put 
| to forevery Beaſt a pint of (ſtrong Ale to 
the Juyce, and put to the Juyce and Ale
